
Camp Floyd State Park was home to the United States Army, Mormon Pioneers, Stagecoach 
Travelers, and the Pony Express. The Army arrived in 1858 and constructed Camp Floyd to 
suppress a supposed Mormon rebellion. The Army remained here for three years before being 
recalled for the Civil War. Today, Camp Floyd State Park features three structures and a cemetery.

with vendors, activities, food and 
stage coach rides from 1-3 pm.
